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Gulf awaits details 
of Reagan’s military 

plan to protect ships 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — The last American 
politicians investigating the Iraqi attack on 
the U.S. frigate Stark left Bahrain on Satur- 
day as Gulf Arab states awaited details of 
President Ronald Reagan’s military plans for 
the waterway. 


Senators John Glenn and John 
Warner arrived in Oman at the 
entrance to the Gulf Saturday 
after spending a day in Bahrain 
enquiring into the May 17 missile 
attack which left 37 crewmen 
dead aboard the Stark. 

Theirs was the second congres- 
sional team to visit the Gulf. A 
group of military* investigators 
has visited Baghdad and an offi- 
cial U.S. navy board of inquiry is 
still sitting in Bahrain, where the 
ship is moored. 

The two senators, heading a 
10-man Senate Armed Services 
Committee team which is also to 
visit Saudi Arabia, said they were 
investigating, as Mr. Warner put 
it: 

“The extent to which the lead- 
ers of these nations are willing 


not only to continue the support 
they have given in the past but 
also to meet whatever added re- 
quirements that we may incur." 

Those requirements are likely 
to be put forward by Washington 
after Friday's announcement that 
Mr. Reagan had approved a plan 
to protect U.S. naval and mer- 
chant shipping in the waterway. 

Although the plan has not been 
made public, it probably will lead 
to an increase in U.S. navy forces 
from the seven medium-sized 
warships, including the out-of- 
action Stark, on patrol in the 
Gulf. 

Plans for Kuwait to sail half its 
22-tanker fleet under the Amer- 
ican flag for protection against 
Iranian attack are expected to gel 
within the next two-to-three 


weeks. 

President Reagan has held out 
(he twin spectres of economic 
chaos and Soviet advances in the 
Middle East in defending his plan 
to increase the U.S. navy’s pre- 
sence in the Gulf. 

Amid fears that the United 
States might be dragged unto the 
Iran-Iraq war. Mr. Reagan said 
Friday he was determined that 
the vital sealane should not be 
blocked by Iran or come under 
Soviet control. 

Mr. Reagan made his state- 
ment before television cameras in 
the White House press room after 
being briefed on plans to step up 
U.S. protection of ships plying 
the Gulf by bringing Kuwaiti 
tankers under the U.S. flag. 

The Iranian threat to shipping 
is expected to increase sharply 
soon with the planned coastal 
deployment of some 20 Chinese- 
made Silkworm missiles that can 
reach across the width of the

Eban assails Israeli leaders for neglect 
and ‘contemptuous disregard’ for U.S. 


TEL AVIV (AP) — The head of 
a committee investigating the 
Pollard spy affair on Saturday 
went far beyond the panel's pub- 
lished Findings and accused 
cabinet members of “hair-raising 
neglets” and “contemptuous dis- 
regard” for the United States. 

Abba Eban, a legislator and 
former foreign minister, was re- 
sponding to attacks by Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres and De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

Mr. Peres and Mr. Rabin bad 
ridiculed Mr. Eban during a 
meeting of Labour’s central com- 
mittee Thursday and accused him 
of siding with members of the 
right-wing Likud bloc who also 
served on the Eban panel. • 

The Eban committee said in a 
report released Tuesday that top 
Israeli officials did not know that 
Jonathan Jay Pollard, a 32-year- 
old American Jew, had been re- 
cruited to spy for Israel. 

But the panel also found that 
Mr. Peres, Mr. Rabin. Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and for- 
mer Defence Minister Moshe 
Arens must accept responsibility 
because they failed to supervise 
those who operated Mr. Pollard. 


Mr. Shamir and Mr. Arens are 
Likud members. 

The committee said Mr. Peres 
must accept additional responsi- 
bility because he was prime 
minister at the time and as such 
“the first among equals.*’ 

During the turbulent Labour 
meeting. Mr. Rabin blasted the 
“political motives" of the Eban 
panel, which included three 
Likud and three Labour legisla- 
tors. When Mr. Eban responded, 
he was booed. 

“The very convening of the 
committee was a democratic dis- 
grace." Mr. Eban told Israel 
Radio. “In most countries, inves- 
tigative committees investigate 
governments, but here we have 
the government investigating the 
motives of an investigative com- 
mittee." 

Mr. Eban said his committee 
drew attention to “hair-raising 
neglect... grave dereliction... lack 
of supervision... and contemp- 
tuous disregard for one of our 
allies." 

In publishing its findings, the 
committee had refrained from 
making such assessments and 
only said rbe four ministers 


CIA said playing deeper 
role in contra aid efforts 


WASHINGTON (R) — Secret 
testimony from a former CIA 
agent indicated other top CIA 
officials knew more than they 
have acknowledged about efforts 
to arm Nicaraguan rebels during 
an official U.S. aid ban, congres- 
sional sources said. 

The special House of Repre- 
sentatives and Senate committees 
probing the secret sale of U.S. 
arms to Iran and the diversion of 
profits to the Nicaraguan rebels 
spent more than five hours on 
Friday grilling the former agent. 
Joe Fernandez, about bis activi- 
ties. 

It was the first dosed -door 
session since the hearings began 
on May 5. 

Revelations last November of 
the secret ar s sale — President 
Ronald Reagan’s gravest political 
crisis — exploded into a full- 
blown scandal a few weeks later 
when White House aide Oliver 
North was fired for allegedly 
siphoning profits from the sales to 
the Nicaraguan rebels known as 
contras. 

Mr. Fernandez, alias Tomas 
Castillo, who was allowed to tes- 
tify hi secret, was forced to resign 
from the Central Intelligence 
Agency fCIA) after he was recal- 
led from Costa Rica last year. 

He was reprimanded for bis 
activities in support of the U.S. 
effort to aid the contras that was 
run by Lieutenant-Colonel North 
-from his post in the National 


Security Coundl (NSC). 

No details were immediately 
available of Fernandez' testimony 
but congressional sources said it 
tended to contradict denials by 
other CIA officials of knowledge 
or involvement in the contra re- 
supply effort. 

The sources said those officials 
included Clair George, head of 
covert operations, and Alan 
Ficrs, director of the Central 
American task force. 

Fiers. along with Col. North 
and top State Department official 
Elliott Abrams, were members of 
the Restricted Inter-agency 
Group (RIG) that apparently ran 
the contra aid efforts. 

Questions about the involve- 
ment of Abrams, assistant secret- 
ary of state for inter-American 
affairs, were also raised in testi- 
monv on Thursday by Lewis 
Tambs, who was the U.S. ambas- 
sador to Costa Rica until January 
of this year. 

Mr. Tambs and Mr. Fernandez 
worked closely in Costa Rica 
aiding the private efforts to ann 
the contra rebels trying to open a 
southern front in their fight 
3gainsr Nicaragua's leftist Sandi- 
nista government. 

Mr. Abrams, who is scheduled 
to testify when the hearings re- 
convene on Tuesday, has repe- 
atedly denied all knowledge of 
official support for the contras

should accept responsibility for 
the Pollard case. 

A Washington court in March 
sentenced Pollard to life in prison 
for selling hundreds of secret 
U.S. military documents to 
Israel. His wife was given five 
years for helping him. 

Mr. Eban said Saturday that 
after Pollard was exposed in 
November 1985, the Israeli gov- 
ernment made “many tactical 
mistakes," including “stupid pro- 
vocative appointments." 

He was referring to the promo- 
tions of Rafael Eitan, who 
headed the spy ring that operated 
Pollard, and Israeli air force offic- 
er Aviem Sella who was indicted 
in the United States on charges 
he recruited Pollard. 

After Pollard was exposed, 
Eitan was named head of Israel’s 
largest state-owned company, 
and Sella was given the command 
of the country’s second- largest air 
base. He later resigned to 
appease the United States. 

Thomas Pickering, the U.S. 
ambassador to Israel, said Friday 
Washington expected Israel to 
punish those involved in the affair

Thatcher 
extends 
lead in 
opinion polls 

LONDON (AP) — The Con- 
servative Party of Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher is maintaining 
a comfortable lead over its social- 
ist opposition in Britain's election 
campaign, according to a new 
opinion poll issued Saturday. 

The Harris poll, commissioned 
for the independent television - 
network TV-AM, put the Con- 
servatives 13 points ahead of the 
Labour Party, 45 per cent to 32 
per cent, with the centrist Social 
Democratic Party-Liberal 
Alliance trailing at 22 per cent. 

The finding represents a three- 
point widening of the gap be- 
; tween the Conservatives and 
i Labour since a Harris poll Friday 
! and indicates the governing Tone 
are on track for an easy win in th ; 

, June It election. Mrs. Thatcher >s 
seeking a third consecutive term. 

The TV-AM poll is conducted 
daily among 1 .056 electors at 96 
sampling points across the coun- 
try. Its statistical margin of error 
was not stated. Other polls have 
consistently shown the Conserva- 
tives well ahead, although 
Labour’s rating has improved 
since the campaign began May 
15.

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Rebels accuse Manila of ruining talks 

MANILA (R) — Muslim rebel leaders accused government negotiators 
Saturday of wrecking autonomy talks aimed ar ending the 1 4- year-old 
separatist rebellion in the southern Philippines. "They are plunging this 
country into ihc brink of a new war. Once it breaks out there will be no 
turning back," a spokesman for the More National Liberation Front 
-fMNLF) told a news conference. He said the Manila government 
"dilly-dallied on our demands for more autonomy in 23 southern 
provinces" and reneged an an agreement to continue the talks in Jeddah, 
Saudi Arabia, where several MNLF leaders have been living in self- 
imposed exile. The talks, which started after President Corazon Aquino 
came :o power in 1986. collapsed last month after Ihc government 
demanded that a plebiscite should be called to ask the people in the area 
whether they wanted autonomy. Three rebel groups, in a joint declaration 
on Thursday, said they would agree to a plebiscite if the vote were 
supervised by ihc United Nations, the Organisation of Islamic Confer- 
ence. the Association of South-East Asian Nations and involved the 
question of independence.

Moscow replaces defence minister 
and commander of air defences 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — De- 
fence Minister - Sergei Sokolov 
and the head of the Soviet Un- 
ion's air defences were replaced 
Saturday after the politburo criti- 
cised the military' for allowing a 
civilian plane to enter Soviet air 
space and fly all the way to 
Moscow. 

The official TASS news agency 
said Mr. Sokolov had been re- 
lieved of his duties in “connection 
with his retirement" and replaced 
by General of the Army Dmitri 
Yazov. 

The evening television news 
programme “Vremya” said the 
head of the air defence forces, 
Alexander Koldunov, had been 
dismissed. 

The ruling politburo held a 
special meeting Saturday devoted 
to the violation of Soviet air space 
by the West German plane. 

Mathias Rust, 19, flew 700 
kilometres from Scandinavia to 
Moscow in a Cessna 172 aircraft, 
landing the plane in Moscow’s 
Red Square late Thursday (See 
page 8).

"The politburo noted that the 
commanders of the air defence 
forces manifested an an permissi- 
ble callousness and indecisiveness 
in stopping (the plane's) flight 
without using military means,” 
Vremya said in its report on the 
politburo session. 

“This fact shows serious fai- 
lures in organisation in the car- 


rying out of military duty in 
guarding the air space of the 
country." it said. 

The politburo also criticised 
the "absence of proper alertness 
and discipline and major failures 
in management of troops from 
the Ministry of Defence.” 
Vremya said. 

The official TASS news agency 
reported that Mr. Sokolov, 75, 
had been retired by a decision of 
the praesidium of the Supreme 
Soviet, the highest state body. It 
did not connect his removal with 
the Red Square incident. 

LInofficial reports that Mr. 
Sokolov was in a poor health 
were spurred in November, 1986, 
when he failed to attend the 
annual Revolution Day military 
parade in Red Square, the most 
important event in the Soviet 
political calendar. 

Mr. Sokolov was bom on July 
1, 1911, in the Crimean town of 
Yevpatoriya. 

He entered the Red Army in 
1932, specialising in armoured 
and tank divisions and rising to 


command a battalion. He joined 
the Communist Party in 1937. 

During World War Two. Mr. 
Sokolov spent much of the time 
on the Karelian front near Fin- 
land. 

After the war he was promoted 
to the rank of colonel and studied 
farther at two military academies. 
The second was a general staff 
college which set him on his 
course up the military hierarchy. 

From 1960 to 1964 Mr. Sokolov- 
headed the Moscow military dis- 
trict general staff, and then" held 
the equivalent job in Leningrad. 

He returned to Moscow io 
April 1967. when he was made a 
first deputy defence minister, and 
joined the party central commit- 
tee in April 1968. 

Mr. Sokolov, who became a 
marshal in 1978. was named de- 
fence minister on December 22, 
19S4, two days after Marshal 
Dmitri Ustinov's death. 

He is a hero of the Soviet 
Union and holds the order of 
Lenin and several other top 
Soviet and foreign awards. 


U.S. sees progress in Geneva arms talks 
but restates conditions for lessening tension 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan said in 
remarks delivered Saturday to 
anti-nuclear physicians that the 
United States and the Soviet Un- 
ion made progress on arms con- 
trol during the past year. 

But Mr. Reagan said that in 
order to lessen tension, the 
Soviets must pull out of Afghanis- 
tan and improve their human 
rights record. 

Mr. Reagan’s remarks to the 
Conference of the International 
Physicians for the Prevention of 
Nuclear War were delivered by 
U.S. Ambassador Jack Matlock. 

The organisation, which is 
holding its seventh congress in 
Moscow, won the 1985 Nobel 
Peace Prize, it is made up of 
more than 170.OU0 physicians 
from 55 countries. 

Mr. Reagan said the United 
States and its allies were trying to 


lessen tension by relying less on 
the threat of mass retaliation and 
more on defensive systems. 

"After years of intense and 
sometimes difficult negotiations, 
we have come a long way." he 
said. "We want to move ahead on 
an agreement on intermediate- 
range nuclear missiles that would 
substantially reduce and we hope 
quickly eliminate that whole class 
of weapons." he said. 

“We want to conclude an 
agreement for a mutual cut of 
strategic nuclear arsenals by 50 
per cent in a way that enhances 
stability. And we want to explore 
ways to establish a strategic ba- 
lance on a new. more defence- 
orieired and stable basis." he 
sai- 

'Tn the Geneva nuclear and 
space talks, the U.S. and USSR 
have made good progress over 
the past year, particularly in the 


area of INF (intermediate-range 
nuclear forces)," he said. 

But Mr. Reagan said the Un- 
ited States and its allies would 
continue to rely on nuclear de- 
terrence to keep the peace. 

The U.S. president also said 
improving the international cli- 
mate depends on more than just 
arms control. 

“I have urged the Soviet Union 
to set a date this year for the 
prompt and complete withdrawal 
of its forces from Afghanistan. 
Nor can we overlook other issues, 
such as abuse of fundamental 
rights and freedoms of individual 
human beings, and mispercep- 
tions that arise from isolation of 
societies from each other," he 
said. 

Kremlin leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, in a message to the Nobel 
prize-winner group, said Friday 
he was convinced disarmament 


could begin without delay. 

"The present day situation is a 
historical challenge to political 
leaders and to every person," Mr. 
Gorbachev said in the message 
read on the first day of the 
congress in Moscow. 

“We arc convinced that the 
first steps, towards nuclear dis- 
armament can and should be 
made wiThout delay." he said. 

The message from Mr. Gor- 
bachev. who was attending a 
Warsaw Pact summit in East Ber- 
lin. was read to the ami- nuclear 
doctors' forum by Communist 
Party Centra) Committee Secret- 
ary Anatoly Dobrynin . 

The Warsaw Pact summit, 
seeking Western popular support 
for Kremlin arms proposals, has 
proposed new consultations with 
NATO aimed at quelling fears 
over Soviet bloc conventional 
arms levels. 


Colombo claims gaining 
control over part of Jaffna 


COLOMBO (Agencies) — The 
government claimed on Saturday 
that it gained dominance over the 
eastern quarter of the Tamil- 
populated Jaffna peninsula as in- 
tense fighting was reported on the 
fifth day of an offensive against 
Tamil rebels. 

A government communique 
said "security forces have estab- 
lished complete dominance in the 
Valvettithurai. Point Pedro, 
Thondamannar and the rest of 
the Vadamarachchi areas.” 

Vadamarachchi is the name of 
the eastern fourth of the peninsu- 
la, which has been controlled for 
two years by militants fighting for 
a separate Tamil nation. 

But Western diplomats token 
on a flight to the peninsula Satur- 
day said they were told by milit- 
ary officials that Tamil rebels 
were still holding out in Point 
Pedro at the northernmost tip of 
the peninsula. 

One diplomat, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, quoted 
Major General Cyril Ranatunge, 
chief joint operations comman- 
der, as saying troops were still 
some distance from Point Pedro 
and would take at least another 
48 hours to capture it. 


Official and unofficial reports 
say ar least 327 soldiers, rebels 
and civilians have been killed 
since the offensive began last 
Tuesday on the peninsula, about 
300 kilometres north of Col- 
ombo. 

In a detailed statement. Fore- 
ign Minister Shahul Hameed said 
the charges "do not reflect the 
exact situation" and were "in- 
tended to prejudice the foreign 
community" against Sri Lanka. 

He accused India of preventing 
a peaceful solution to his coun- 
try's ethnic conflict by harbouring 
and sponsoring Sri Lankan rebels 
in the south Indian state of Tamil 
Nadu. 

Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi and External Affairs 
Minister Narain Dutt Trwari both 
bitterly condemned the offensive 
this week and urged Colombo to 
bait it. Mr. Gandhi referred to a 
“massacre of unarmed combatant 
civilians/' 

Without naming the Indian 
leaders, Mr. Hameed said the

BAHRAIN (R) — British officials in Tehran said 
Saturday they were urgently seeking a meeting with 
the Foreign Ministry over the abduction and beating 
of a British diplomat in the Iranian capital. 

The officials, contacted by tele-

phone from Bahrain, said the 
diplomat, 36- year -old Edward 
Chapin, had been given no in- 
structions following His release 
Friday from 24-hours detention at 
Revolutionary Guards Head- 
quarters Friday. 

Mr. Chaplin, a first secretary 
and the number two British diplo- 
mat in Iran, remained at borne 
with his wife and two young 
children Saturday. There was no 
sign of guards at his bouse. 

Iran himed Friday it might take 
further action against Mr. Cha- 
plin, seized at gunpoint on a city 
street on Thursday. 

“We are urgently seeking an 
appointment with the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs for further in- 
formation,” a spokesman at the 
British interests section of the 


Swedish embassy -told Reuters. 

Sweden has represented Bri- 
tain in Tehran since London 
downgraded its relations with 
Iran m 1980. 

Mr. Chaplin said after his re- 
lease his captors bad questioned 
him but he had no idea of the 
nature of any charges against 
him. 

A British spokesman said ear- 
lier Mr. Chaplin had been severe- 
ly beaten during his abduction by 
six armed Revolutionary Guards. 

His detention came soon after 
the arrest and release on bail on 
shoplifting charges of an Iranian 
diplomat in Britain. 

British diplomats in London 
said Iran had made no attempt to 
link his case with that of Ahmad

But they said Friday it looked 
as if there was official Iranian 
involvement in Mr. Chaplin's sei- 
zure and detention. 

A brief report by the Iranian 
News Agency (ERNA) on Thurs- 
day night described him as a 
“suspect" whose case would be 
referred to tbe responsible offi- 
cials. 

Earlier. ERNA had said Mr. 
Ghassemi had been beaten up a 
few days before bis arrest by 
“Iranian counter-revolutionary 
groups who are freely active 
under the protection of the Brit- 
ish police." 

The British spokesman said 
Mr. Chaplin was at home with his 
wife and family and was being 
debriefed by Christopher Mac- 
rae, the bead of the British sec- 
tion on Friday. 

“He may need a doctor and we 
have one on call," he said, adding 
that Mr. Chaplin had been 
“savagely beaten. It was vety 
'unpleasant." 


Fadlallah calls for hostages release 


BEIRUT (R) — One of Leba- 
non's top Shi'ite Muslim religious 
leaders called Saturday for the 
immediate release of all “inno- 
cent" hostages in the country. 

“All innocent hostages we have 
should be released, be tbey fore- 
igners or otherwise, kidnapped 
inside or outside (Lebanon) be- 
cause God wanted us to seek 
justice," Sheikh Mohammad 
Hussein Fadlallah told a rally at 
the Bir Al Abed Mosque in 
Beirut's southern suburbs. 

Fadlallah, spiritual leader of 
the pro-Iranian Hizbollah (Party 
of God), made the call as Mus- 
lims around the world celebrated 
Eid Al Fitr, the feast marking the 
end of the Muslim holy fasting 
month of Ramadan. 

Excerpts of his address were 
distributed to local and foreign 
media in the Lebanese capital. 

A total of 2S foreigners are 
missing, believed kidnapped, in 


Lebanon. They include nine 
Americans, seven French nation- 
als, three Britons, three Iranians, 
two West Germans, an Italian, an 
Indian, an Irishman and a South 
Korean. 

The missing Britons include 
Anglican Church envoy Teny 
Waite, reported kidnapped in 
Beirut on Jan. 20 by the captors 
of hostages he had sought to free. 

Political sources have said 
several foreigners are held by 
Hizbollah supporters in the city's 
southern suburbs, a Shi'ite stron- 
ghold. Hizbollah has firmly de- 
nied any link with the abduction 
of foreigners. 

Last .Thursday, relatives of hos- 
tages joined religious leaders in 
multi-denominational vigils in the 
United States, Britain arid France 
to pray for the captives' release. 

The events, sponsored by an 
international Christian human 
rights organisation. Friends of the 


West, also coincided with the end 
of Ramadan. 

In Saturday's speech, Fadlallah 
called for the release of Arab 
prisoners held at the Khiam de- 
tention centre inside Israel's self- 
declared “security zone" in South 
Lebanon. 


Tbe prison, south east of the 
town of Marjayoun, is run by tbe 
pro-Israeli South Lebanon Army 
(SLA) militia. It is said to hold 
several hundred Lebanese. and 
Palestinians. 

Fadlallah did not elaborate on 
what he meant by “innocent" 
foreign hostages. 

Many kidnap victims are re- 
ported held by militants trying to 
barter political concessions from 
Western states, while under- 
ground groups claiming to hold 
foreigners have issued statements 
accusing some captives of being 
spies. 


Beirut’s garbage bombers defy Syrians 


BEIRUT (R) — Despite dozens 
of arrests, scores of Syrian check- 
points and high neighbourhood 
vigilance, barely a day goes by 
without the echoing blasts from a 
bizarre Lebanese conflict — the 
“garbage war.” 

Since February, when Syrian 
troops deployed in strength in 
mainly Muslim west Beirut, there 
have been more than 120 explo- 
sions from bombs thrown into 
piles of garbage on street comers. 

“We can't check every resident 
who is carrying a rubbish bag," 
one police officer told Reuters. 

Residents have taken their own 
precautions, and cross the road to 
avoid trash heaps and prefer not 
to park nearby. 

“I come back late at night, and 
rubbish piles help me a lot in 
finding a place for my car," said 
engineer Fuad Shawaf. 

In a few streets, residents have 
cleared away garbage heaps and 


planted trees mid bushes to dis- 
courage people from starting new 


The bombs, usually sticks of 
dynamite with short fuses thrown' 
from speeding cars, apparently 
register opposition to the Syrian 
presence. 

Security sources say 35 people 
have ben arrested for the blasts. 
Brig. Gha 2 i Kanaan, Syria’s 
military intelligence chief in 
Lebanon, said the mastermind 
was arrested last week. But gar- 
bage heaps went on exploding. 

The •‘mastermind,’’ Abu 
Shuaib, is a senior official of the 
mainly Druze Progressive Social- 
ist Party (PSP) militia. He said on 
television he organised at least 30 
of the bombings. 

Syria’s west Beirut deployment 
restored order after a PSP-led 
alliance battled the Syrian-back- 
ed Shi’ite Muslim Amal militia in 
bloody street war. 


Nobody has publicly claimed 
responsibility for the garbage 
blasts, but political sources said 
there was probably more than 
one group behind them. - ' 

A military bomb disposal ex- 
pert said the bombers targetted 
trash heaps to avoid hurting any- 
body, although 10 people have 
been injured. The bombs usually 
go off at night, when there are 
few people about — partly be- 
cause of the blasts. 

“The rubbish is there on every 
corner. Anyone who plans to go 
out thinks twice. Most prefer to 
spend their evenings at each 
others' homes," said Tawfiq, a 
barman. 

Glaziers and car repair shops, 
however, have experienced a 
boom from the garbage war. 

Each bomb breaks about 50 
windows in Beirut's densely pack- 
ed apartment blocks and damages 
vehicles nearest the explosion. 


Pickering: 
U.S. wants 
Israeli 
action in 
spy case 


TEL AVIV (R) — American 
Ambassador to Israel Thomas 
Pickering said Friday the United 
States was still waiting for Israel 
to take action against those in- 
volved in the Jonathan Pollard 
spy scandal. 

Addressing Hebrew University 
students, Mr. Pickering was mak- 
ing his first comment since the 
publication of reports by Attor- 
ney Joshua Rotenstreicn and a 
parliamentary panel on Pollard, a 
U.S. navy intelligence expert 
jailed for life by a Washington 
court for passing secrets to Israel. 

“We believe and hope that 
action taken on the reports will 
do all possible to ensure that such 
a case never arises again and that 
the government of Israel will take 
appropriate steps and action with 
regard to the individuals in- 
volved," he said. 

Mr. Pickering said the Pollard 
case “continues in our view to 
have the possibility of long-term 
effects on our relationship.” 

Both Israeli investigations 
found the country's leaders were 
unaware Pollard was recruited 
and used by Israeli intelligence 
but found negligent in failing to 
properly supervise the intelli- 
gence services. 


Rotenstreich, who investigated 
the Washington scandal for tbe 
cabinet, said a secret appendix 
found ministers responsible for 
Pollard's spying on the United 
States. 

A parliamentary inquiry 
blamed four ministers — Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres, Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and 
Minister Without Portfolio 
Moshe Arens. 

The published segments of the 
reports did not call for action 
against those involved. Israeli 
leaders approved the reports and 
said the case was closed. 

Some Israeli officials privately 
predicted the United States will 
not be satisfied until action is 
taken against ex-spychief Rafi 
Eitan wbo directed the operation, 
and air force Colonel Aviem Sel- 
la, Pollard’s “handler" in the 
United States. 

Mr. Pickering said allegations 
of major Israeli involvement in 
the supply of arms to Iran and 
arms or money to Nicaraguan 
right-wing rebels known as con- 
tras appeared exaggerated. 


Reagan firm on Gulf policy despite fears of war

WASHINGTON — President 
Reagan, determined to raise the 
U.S. navy's profile in the Gulf, 
says his goal is peace, but he has 
not laid to rest fears that the 
United States might be dragged 
into tbe Iran-Iraq war. 

Instead, the U.S. commitment 
to freedom of navigation in the 
waterway — accepted and res- 
tated over 40 years — has been 
called into question in the emo- 
tionalism over the attack on a 
U.S. frigate, fears about plans to 
protect Kuwaiti ships and the 
threat of Iranian missiles covering 
the Strait of Hormuz. 

Members of the' U.S. Congress 
are demanding that America’s 
allies, whose need for Middle 
East oil is Ear greater than that of 
the United States, should help to 
guard tbe Gulf or pick up some of 
the cost of U.S. operations there. 

Mr. Reagan on Friday gave 
critics of his policy dire warnings 
of the consequences of a U.S. 
abandonment of the Gulf and a 
stern statement that he had no 
intention of letting this happen. 

He recalled the economic dis- 
location that followed the Middle 
East oil crisis of the 1970s and 
declared: “This could happen 
again if Iran and the Soviet Union 
were able to impose tfaeir will 
upon tbe friendly Arab states of 
the Gulf and Iran were allowed to 
block the free passage of shipping 
there." 

He said the United States had 
to maintain an adequate presence 
to deter and, if necessary, defend 


against accidental or intentional 
attack but said, “our goal is to 
seek peace rather than provoca- 
tion." 

But critics are voicing alarm 
about Mr. Reagan's plan to per- 
mit 11 Kuwaiti oil tankers to fly 
the U.S. flag, turning them into 
American ships to be protected 
by the U.S. navy as they transit 
the Gulf. 

Kuwait is a strong supporter of 
Iraq in its six-year-old war with 
Iran and its ships have frequently 
been attacked by Iranian forces. 

Congressional critics fear tbe 
close association with Kuwait 
could compromise the stated 
U.S. policy of neutrality in the 
war. a neutrality tilted towards 
the Iraqis with whom the United 
States has had improving rela- 
tions.

Further, the Iraqi attack on the 
U.S. frigate Stark with the loss of 
37 lives, has recalled the 1983 
bombing of the Marine barracks 
in Beirut that killed 241 men. 

The Marines bad been de- 
spatched as part of the Multi- 
national force (MNF) but were 
later seen as taking sides in Leba- 
non's civil war. 

“Let’s not repeat the experi- 
ence of 1983 in Lebanon,” Con- 
gressman Lee Hamilton wrote in 
the Washington Post this week. 

Urging caution, the Indiana 
Democrat, an expert on tbe Mid- 
dle East, warned dial “if we axe 
not carefiil, we will risk our neut- 


rality and may be drawn into t*J'° 
Gulf war. Protecting a small por- 
tion of the vulnerable shipping m 
the region will increase our pre- 
sence and risks. It could make us 
a target of Iran and it will not stop 
the tanker war.” 

Both Iraq and Iran have attack- 
ed tankers and more than 200 
ships have been hit over the last 
three years. 

But before the Kuwaitis asked 
the TJnited States for protection, 
they had already gone to the 
Soviet Union and made an agree- 
ment to lease three Soviet tankers 
to cany their oil. 

U.S. officials acknowledge that 
this agreement speeded action on 
the Kuwait request for American 
protection by generating fears of 
an increased Soviet presence in 
the region. 

The fallout of the U.S. secret 
sale of arms to Iran is also seen as 
an underlying factor in the cur- 
rent American role in the Middle 
East. Disclosure of the sales was 
a blow to U.S. relations with 
Arab states who fear Tehran’s 
revolutionary regime and 
Washington is anxious to make 
amends. 

Mr. Reagan was quick to 
accept the Iraqi apology for tbe 
attack on the Stark and told 
reporters that “the villain in the 
piece really is Iran" because it 
refused to end the war. 

Throughout the furore over the 
expanded U.S. role in the Gulf, 
Mr. Reagan and other officials 
have been vague on just how the 
navy would assume its new 
duties. 

Mr. Reagan and other officials 


have played down the threat of 
conflict with Iran — pointing put 
that it has so far avoided attack- 
ing American ships — but have 
said the American .warships, 
would defend themselves. 

“I don’t think chat they would 
like to take on the United States 
in addition to Iraq," Mr. Reagan 
told foreign reporters last week. • 
“We’re not going to start a war so 
it would have to be them if they 
tried to start one." 

He said he believed that Ira-^ 
nian threats to attack ships even if 
they were protected by the Amer-_ 
icon flag were "for domestic con- 
sumption." 

Mr. Reagan said American 
forces would retaliate if attacked.

Healthy teeth more than just a pretty face

AMMAN — As we talk, smile 
and faugh, we are unconsciously 
creating a first impression of 
0 ur 5 elyes. ro .people around us. 
We all look at ourselves in the 
minor and whether we are satis- 
fied .with our general looks de- 
pends greatly on the health of 
each and every party of our face. 
Teeth, that we sometimes forger, 
can be one. of the prime reasons 
for our satisfaction or dissatisfac- 
tion.-""! 

; While we are often aware of 
the cleanliness and attractiveness 
of oiir teeth, we usually are una- 
ware of the other two functions of 
the iitr teeth. 

Healthy teeth are the first step 
towards a healthy digestion and 
genera] good health; they are also 
one of the instruments that en- 
sure gobd speech and pronun- 
ciation: - • " " 

Dr.AhdelFanah Al Bustani, a 
dehtpt, discussed these roles with 
the Jordan Times and outlined 
the importance of healthy teeth 
and their effect on our general 
heakh- ' 

“Germs are transferred from 
the cavity, of the mouth, through 
the Mood, to various parts of the 
body, causing many health prob- 
lems,” he said. 

According to Dr. Bustani, the 
mouth 'cavity is a perfect home 
for germs and microbes! if it is 
nor well cared for it can be a 
haven for the growth and multi* 
plication of germs which could, in 
due time, be transferred to the 
rest of the body, causing major 
illnesses. 

There are three sources for 
germ formulation in the mouth. 
They are; gum infections, de- 
caying, teeth and root, decay. 
These problems could be pre- 
vents! by the dentist before they 
causeprobtems in the rest of the 
body;; 


Stomach and intestine disturb- 
ances, skin and eye infections, 
infections to joints affected by 
rheumatism and eventually to the 
inner wall of the heart and heart 
valves, are all diseases which 
could be a result of infections in 
the teeth or mouth cavity which 
were not treated immediately. 

According to Dr. Bustani, heart 
doctors have found direct rela- 
tionship between the formation 
of germs in infected teeth and 
gums, and some heart problems. 
When this occurs.' it becomes 
necessary for the bean specialists 
and dentists to co-operate to treat 
the patient in question. 

Dr. Ghazi Bekain, dean of the 
School of Dentistry in the Uni- 
versity of Jordan, elaborated on 
this last point: “Dentists have to 
be made aware of any of general 
health problems before they can 
start working on teeth problems, 
since any type of infection should 
be treated with antibiotics before 
the dentist steps in.” 

According to Dr. Bustani, 
many people in the region are 
careless about their teeth and 
gum problems. “Within ray 
capacity as a dentist. I regularly 
meet with patients who as a direct 
result of their carelessness about 
minor problems with their teeth 
have contracted diseases in their 
bodies which could have been 
prevented had they been more 
conscious and responsible." 

Dr. Bekain also warned about 
bad dental habits such as "clin- 
ching and grinding teeth" which 
have been discovered to cause 
headache, facial pain and ear 
pain. 


Preventive dentistry 


Dentists, according to Dr. Be- 
kain, are now adopting a new 
trend in dentistry; they are prac- 
tising preventive dentistry rather 


three part process; education, 
motivation and instruction. 

Dr. Bustani added that the 
reasons behind this carelessness 
are usually the ignorance about 
rhe need for teeth care, fear of 
the dentist and poverty. 

Overcoming these problems, 
according to Dr. Bustani. is the 
first step towards effective de- 
ntistry. 

People could be made aware of 
the impact of carelessness about 
teeth problems through the 
media. Parents could then em- 
ploy their knowledge to educate 
their children at home. This 
education at home could be rein- 
forced with audio-visual informa- 
tion at school. 

Fear of the demist should no 
longer be a problem, judges Dr. 
Bustani. With the advent of tech- 
nologically advanced methods 
and equipment, be said, pain is 
almost unheard of in treating 
teeth problems. He added that 
there are more qualified dentists 
who have taken the place of the 
“jacks of all trades” who used to 
practise dentistry in villages be- 
fore. 

Poverty is also no longer, a 
reason to prevent people from 
getting adequate dental care, acco- 
rding to Dr. Bustani. The Minis- 
try of Health has now opened 
dentistry clinics all over the King- 
dom to provide free care and 
treatment for those who cannot 
afford private treatment. The ex- 
istence of these centres is slowly 
becoming common knowledge. 

Dr. Bustani called for the im- 
plementation of preventive 
methods on a wide level through 
the Ministry of Health and 
schools and through individual 
initiative. 

Health centres and school de- 
ntists should provide regular 
checkups for children. Dr. Busta- 
ni suggests that chlorine be added 


fact that chlorine is a major factor 
in teeth protection. 


importance of daily teeth care 


It remains up to individuals to 
take daily care of their teetif and 
gums and seeing the dentist reg- 
ularly. According to Dr. Bustani, 
proper chewing of food plus eat- 
ing the right "hard food” such as 
apples, carrots and cucumbers, 
can also prevent teeth decay. 
Sweets and carbohydrates stick 
to the teeth and cause decay, 
while hard fdod, which calls for 
thorough chewing, strengthens 
the structure of teeth and helps 
dean the outer layer of the teeth 
which makes them more resistant 
to decay. 

These eating habits should also 
be coupled with staying away 
from smoking and alcohol since 
they are “scratching" elements 
which eat away the outer layer of 
the teeth thus making them more 
susceptible to decay. 

According to Dr. Bustani, it 
has been scientifically proven that 
the teeth of prehistoric man were 
decay free, unlike now where 94 
per cent of the people have prob- 
lems with decaying teeth. The 
reason is that prehistoric man ate 
hard food which needed thorough 
chewing, the key to good diges- 
tion, while our food today is full 
of “soft” foods such as pastries 
and chocolate.

Although teeth-brushing after 
each main meal is very important, 
it alone cannot prevent problems 
nor can it ensure the complete 
cleanliness of teeth, wants Dr.

« prevented. The dentist 
lean the teeth at his clinic 
and remove sediments that 
accumulate at the gums' edges. 
Removing them would ensure 
healthy and dean teeth. 


1st marrow 
transplant 
patient 
discharged 


AMMAN (J.T.i — Ali Harb. a 
Jordanian man who underwent 
(he first successful bone marrow 
transplant in Jordan on April 27. 
left the Jordan University Hospit-* 
al on Thursday after nearly 4(1 
days in the hospital. 

Dr. Abdullah Oweidi Al Abba- 
di. a hematologist who headed a 
team of eight doctors during the 
transplant, said that Mr. Harb 
was tn good health. He said the 
transplanted marrow was func- 
tioning normally and that his im- 
mune system was returning to 
normal. 

Dr. Abhudi added that he ex- 
pected the patient would resume 
his normal work in two weeks. 

Mr. Harb expressed his thanks 
and appreciation to His Majesty 
King Hussein for the King's care 
and concern about his case. 

Mr. Harb, a 26-year-old in- 
structor at the Vocational Train- 
ing Corporation (VTC) Centre in 
Zarqa, suffered from Hodgkin's 
disease, a neoplastic disease that is 
characterised by progressive en- 
largement of lymph nodes, 
spleen, and liver through progres- 
sive anemia. 

Mr. Harb’s surgery involved 
taking bone-marrow from his iliac 
bone — one of the three iliac 
bones — and feeding it in- 
travenously back into him after it 
was purified and chemically pro- 
cessed. i- • 

The transplant was proceeded 
by 10 days of preparation and 
tests during which the patient was 
given chemically treatment antibio- 
tics and the necessary nourish- 
ment through tubes. 

Meanwhile Jordan's second 
bone marrow transplant patient, 
Mohammad Abu Al Heija, who 
underwent bone marrow trans- 
plant surgery in Jordan on May 8, 
is still being hospitalised at the 
hospital and is receiving the 
necessary treatments. 

Mr. Abu Al Heija was re- 
ported by hospital doctors to be 
in “stable condition.*’ 

Mr. Abu Al Heija, a 29-year- 
old Jordanian and mathematics 
teacher in an Irbid school, suf- 
fered from aplastic anemia — 
anemia resulting from the bone 
marrow being unable to produce 
sufficient red blood cells, usually 
caused by toxins. 

The bone marrow donor to Mr. 
Abu Al Heija was his brother.

• Mr.’ Haj Hassan will also act as 
the conference's chairman, after 
being nominated for the position 
by Asian and Arab groups, and ' 
endorsed by the ILO governing 
bodv.

Urban planning team tries to bring order 
to chaotic construction in Greater Amman

AMMAN — Crowded streets, a 
chaotic traffic situation, hundreds 
of small shops and densely popu- 
lated residential streets strike the 
observer as typical for the down- 
town and southeastern areas of 
Amman. This is an overwhelming 
contrast to the western and north- 
ern parts of town with new villas 
and apartment blocks, big gar- 
dens and wide streets. 

For two years, the urban struc- 
ture of Greater Amman — that is 
the existing unplanned land use, 
and the earlier planned develop- 
ment — has been studied. This 
study includes the transport and 
road network, access between 
places of work and residences, as 
well os infrastructure, said Direc- 
tor of the Municipality Kama] 
Jalouka. who is heading a team 
working on the Greater Amman 
Comprehensive Development 
Plan. These studies have led to an 
urban structure plan for Greater 
Amman which has recently been 
completed and will soon be pre- 
sented to the public. 

The striking imbalance be- 
tween various parts of Amman 
and the relative uniformity within 
each quarter is due to various 
reasons, Mr. Jalouka judged. 
Amman has seen an unpre- 
cedented construction boom in 
the late 70*s and early 80’s, during 
which the areas between 5th and 


8th Circles (Um Uthina, 
Abdoun, Al Rabiah, Sweifieh, 
etc.) as well as the pans around 
the University of Jordan 
(Jubeiha, Al Rashid) have been 
built up with a high standard of 
residential housing, mostly fi- 
nanced by the remittances of ex- 
patriates working in Gulf coun- 
tries. 

But, he explained that the uni- 
formity within each area is the 
result of the fact that the whole of 
Greater Amman is divided into 
four main housing zones f A to D) 
In zone A, each plot has to be 
1000 square metres minimum, 
and the houses have to be revet- 
ted with limestone on all four- 
sides. Plots in zone B nave to 
measure 750 square metres, the 
ones in zone C 500 square metres 
and in zone D 300 square metres. 

There are also much smaller 
plots, which arc less regulated. 
The situation is rather imba- 
lanced, as 40 per cent of the 
residential areas in Amman are 
classified as A, and 2b per cent as 
B. while only 20 per cent of the 
population live in those two zones 
together. 


55 per cent of population lives 
in 16.5 per cent of land 


On the other hand, zone D. 
covering 16.5 per cent of the area 
houses 55 per cent of the popula- 
tion; zone C has 18.5 per cent 
area and 25 ^ per cent of the 


inhabitants. This means that 
there are large low density areas 
in the north and west of Amman 
and small high density-low in- 
come areas in central, east and 
south of the town. These crowded 
areas are of an ever changing 
nature due to high mobility and 
overcrowded so that the provi- 
sion of adequate services is very 
difficult. Mt. Jalouka said. 

The planners attribute this im- 
balance to the fact that before 
Greater Amman had been estab- 
lished. there existed no compre- 
hensive planning policy but “only 
piecemeal solutions for small 
areas." Mr. Jalouk3 stated. The 
municipalities preferred to -clas- 
sify most of their areas as "A" in 
order lo "to invite palaces.” Mr. 
Jalouka noted. The infrastructure 
then had to be built to suit these 
type of residences. 

' The plan determining the over- 
all development and land use 
policies for Greater Amman had 
to take the existing zoning system 
into account. Most of the’ pre- 
vious classifications by now have 
attained the status of a law and 
cannot be changed without high 
compensation being paid to land- 
owners. The need to continue the 
previous zoning system could be- 
come a serious threat to the 
success of comprehensive plan- 
ning, Mr. Jalouka warned. 


services is generally the task of 
the municipalities, and for financ- 
ing they depend on foreign fund- 
ing. On the part of ihe residents, 
there is next to no investment in 
infrastructure, which leads to an 
ever increasing debt burden on 
the development agencies, Mr. 
Jalouka said. 


Before the Greater Ammon 
Council had been established, the 
zoning system did not apply to 
areas but to single plots so that 
for instance vacant plots were not 
zoned. Now. the legislation of the 
Greater Amman Municipality ap- 
plies to all areas of the town. Mr. 
Jalouka said he does not think 
this is a good idea, as it does not 
take into account the variations in 
socio-economic distributions and 
the various levels of infrastructu- 
ral development in each area.

In addition, it does not protect 
agricultural land situated within 
residential areas. And finally, he 
added, there was no link between 
these regulations and long-term 
financial policies. AH this would 
have to be included in a new law 
for Greater Amman, to be work- 
ed out by a special committee for 
the legal aspects of urban plan- 
ning, which later will be brought 
to the attention of the legal agen- 
cies. By 1990, the new Greater 
Amman Administration should 
be established, to become a mod- 
el for other areas and towns in the 
Kingdom. 
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Tempest in the Gulf 


WITH the Soviet Union already leasing at least one of its 
freighters to Kuwait and the U.S. determined to provide 
11 Kuwaiti ships with U.S. flags, one could detect a 
meeting of the minds by the two superpowers: to assist at 
least Kuwait in the deteriorating conditions of navigation 
in the Gulf. Unless there is more to this shared policy and 
attitude than meets the eye, one would have thought that 
the two superpowers could extend the scope of their 
mutual concern for Kuwait to other Arab countries in the 
Gulf, offering a general umbrella of protection to all of 
them. 

Viewed against the backdrop of superpower competi* 
tion and conflict in the world at large, especially in the 
Gulf area, this optimistic view would dissipate in the 
sands of the Middle East and could become just another 
desert mirage which vanishes as one gets closer. Never* 
theless, one is duty bound to cail on the superpowers to 
join in genuine efforts to end the source of the tempest in 
that sensitive and volatile region. At the same time one 
should call on the other permanent members of the U.N. 
Security Council to stop aiding the war efforts of Iran 
which rejects all international efforts to end the hostili- 
ties. It is of grave concern to us to continue hearing 
reports that at this critical juncture in the Iran-lraq war 
China is continuing its shipment of Silkworm anti-ship 
missiles to Iran. As a permanent member of the U.N. 
Security Council, China is duty bound to implement the 
various U.N. Security Council resolutions on the Iran- 
lraq war. 

This is not to suggest that other countries, including the 
rest of the permanent members of the U.N. Security 
Council, have acted thus far in conformity with the U.N. 
Charter and the various U.N. resolutions on the Gulf 
war. The guilt can be distributed evenly among all the 
countries that are still trading in arms with Iran. The 
recent reports about China merely supplying Silkworm 
missiles to Tehran serve as a reminder of the gross 
negligence of the Security Council in its dealing with this 
major threat to international peace. Now that the tempest 
in the Gulf is getting more ominous every day-, we expect 
the major powers to do something to limit and altogether 
stop the tempest at its source.

Current deficit and capital surplus reduced

THE Central Bank of Jordan has just finalised the balance of 
payments for the year 1986. It shows a surplus of JD 35 million, 
out of which JD 16.3 million represent errors and omissions, and 
JD 18.7 million net improvement in the foreign exchange 
position of the banking or monetary system, or the international 
reserves in gold and foreign exchange. 

The balance of payments is by far the most important and 
telling economic document in the annual national accounts. It 
summarises the transactions between the country and the rest of 
the world, arid shows the degree of improvement or deteriora- 
tion in the country's financial standing and competitiveness in 
international exchange of goods and services. 

The good news in the Jordanian balance of payments for 1986 
is that the deficit in the current account has been substantially 
reduced from JD 100 million in 1985 to only JD 16 million in 
1986. 

The current account is composed of three components: first, 
the balance of commodities (imports and exports) which 
reflected a net deficit of JD 59L.8 million as against JD 761.6 


million in the previous year. Second, the balance of services 
which reflected a net surplus of JD 337.9 million as against JD 
346.7 million in the previous year. Third, the unrequited 
transfers, mainly foreign aid to the government which registered 
JD 238 million as against JD 315 million in the previous year. 

In other words all components of the current account were 
shrinking. External aid and services were both reduced, but the 
improvement in the commodity balance saved the overall 
picture. It was the reduction-in the value of imports that made 
up for lower exports of goods and services and lower receipts of 
Arab and foreign aid at the same time. 

The improvement of JD 84 million in the current account 
could be totally attributed to lower oil price. Without this 
windfall gain, the deficit would have remained at the same level 
coupled with negative growth in the indicators of imports and 
exports in both goods and services, together with the external 
aid received by the treasury. 

The capital account on the other hand reflected a surplus of 
JD 51 million, which in simple words means that Jordan 



Sierra Leone leader under pressure for results 
despite emerging stronger after attempted coup

FREETOWN — President. 
Joseph Momoh, who survived^ 
attempted coup in Sierra' Leori'e* 
in March, has emerged stronger 
than before, political analysts and 
diplomats believe. 

They say the coup boosted 
popular antagonism to entren- 
ched power groups whom 
Momob would like to bring to 
heel. 

But the analysts are still scep- 
tical about Momob’s ability to 
solve the country’s many prob- 
lems. 

Momoh, 50, came to power in 
November 1985 promising a 
“new order’’ in this small West 
African country where living con- 
ditions have deteriorated to the 
lowest level in most people’s 
memory. 

in March a small group of 
policemen and soldiers attempted 
to overthrow him. 

A total of IS people, including 
Assistant Police Superintendent 
Gabriel Mohammad Kaikai, and 
Francis Minah. a rival of Momoh 
who was vice-president until the 
coup, are now on trial for 
treason. 

A former major-general and 
commander of the army, Momoh 
rose to power backed by his 
predecessor Siaka Stevens, who 


ruled Sierra Leone with an iron 
grip for 17 years. 

“People were so shattered by 
Stevens’ rule that they didn’t care 
what happened. Then Momoh 
took over with promises which 
they are now asking him to re- 
deem," said a European di- 
plomat. 

“Our head of state and his 
ministers are under great press- 
ure to produce results and quickly 
too," the pro-government New 
Citizen newspaper said in a re- 
cent editorial. 

Momob himself says Kaikai's 
coup did not take him by sur- 
prise. “In a situation where our 
economy is in trouble such things 
are to be expected," the presi- 
dent told Reuters in an interview. 

But political analysts say that 
while Momoh has so far failed to 
reverse the economic decline, 
Kaikai and Minah are not consi- 
dered a credible alternative. 

Diplomats say Kaikai, known 
for his flamboyant hair style and 
dark glasses, is a great admirer of 
President Samuel Doe of neigh- 
bouring Liberia, who seized pow- 
er while he was a master sergeant 
and has since legitimised his posi- 
tion by elections. 

“Sierra Leoneans don’t want a 
Smuel Doe — a Jerry Rawlings 
yes,” a freetown newspaper edi- 
tor said. 

Rawlings is the young flight 


lieutenant who won power in a 
coup in Ghana and combines a 
leftist, populist style with econo- 
mic policies backed by the Inter- 
, national Monetary Fund. 

' "He is generally acknowledged" 
to have made progress in reviving 
his country’s economy and 
analysts say he is widely admired 
in Sierra Leone. 

While not ruling out the possi- 
bility of such a person from the 
country’s 3,100 strong armed 
forces attempting to seize power, 
the’ analysts say none has been 
identified. 

Most senior army officers seem 
firmly behind their former com- 
mander Momob, although the 
support of the lower ranks is not 
clear, according to Sierra Leo- 
nean army sources. 

Coup leader Kaikai has held 
several influential positions in- 
cluding a post in the presidential 
guard and head of the anti-smug- 
gling squad. 

He was removed from the anti- 
smuggling job after an inquiry by 
a judicial commission into allega- 
tions of wrongdoing and high- 
handedness. At about the same 
time his wife lost her parliamen- 
tary seat in elections held last 
year. 

Minah served as vice president 
to Stevens. and expected to suc- 
ceed the 82-year-old former lead- 
er until he was pushed aside for 


Momoh. 

Sierra Leoneans believe Minah 
is still close to the former presi- 
dent who .was initially reported 
linked with the coup but has 
vehemently' demed' any involve-' 
rrtent. '■ ■ - ' ■ ■ 

People are openly critical of 
Momoh for retaining dozens of 
Stevens' cronies in his adminis- 
tration and Minah was often a 
target of such criticism. 

The court is expected to hear 
-evidence that Minah and Kaikai 
plotted the coup with powerful 
businessmen, some of them now 
out of the country. 

Among the 18 being tried over 
the coup is Kassim Alie, the 
Lebanese financial controller of 
Sierra Leone’s most powerful ty- 
coon, Jamil Said Mohammad, 
himself a Sierra Leonean of 
Lebanese extraction. 

Momoh is widely expected to 
reshuffle his cabinet in order to 
drop some of the old guard whom 
Sierra Leoneans hold responsi- 
ble for the country’s present pre- 
dicament. 

“If President Momoh is really 
serious about blazing a new trail, 
he can start with very small 
things,” said the weekly news- 
paper For Di People in an edito- 
rial, which went on to list an 
agenda including restoration of 
autonomy to the central bank. 


Gulf awaits details of Reagan’s military plan

Strait of Hormuz. 

Neither Mr. Reagan nor his 
National Security Adviser Frank 
Carlucci said what the Ltaited 
States would do if a U.S. -flag 
vessel or navy ship were targetted 
by a Silkworm. 

But Mr. Reagan, while saying 
’that the U.S. goal was to seek 
peace rather than provocation, 
painted a dark picture of what 
might happen if the United States 
did not maintain its presence in 
the Gulf. 

Recalling the economic dis- 
location that followed the Middle 
East oil shutoff of the 1970s. Mr. 
Reagan declared: “This could 
happen again if Iran and the 
Soviet Union were able to impose 
their will upon the friendly states 
of the (Arabian) Gulf and Iran 
was allowed to block the free 
passage of neutral shipping.” 
But he said: “This will not 
happen again, not while this pres- 
ident serves... these lanes will not 
be allowed to come under the 
control of the Soviet Union... I 
will not permit the Middle East to 
become a choke point for free- 
dom or a tinderbox of interna- 
tional conflict.” 

But members of Congress ex- 
pressed fears that Mr. Reagan’s 
plans could draw the United 
States into the Iran-lraq war. 
Voicing a stance mentioned by 


many lawmakers. Congressman 
Lee Hamilron. an expert on the 
Middle East, urged caution. 

“If we are not careful, we will 
risk our neutrality and may be 
drawn into the Gulf war,” the 
Indiana Democrat wrote in the 
Washington Post this week. “Pro- 
tecting a small portion of the 
vulnerable shipping in the region 
will increase our presence *and 
risks. It could make us a target of 
Iran and it will not stop the 
tanker war.” 

Mr. Carlucci told reporters af- 
ter Mr. Reagan's remarks that 
although the United States and 
the Soviet Union shared a com- 
mon interest in free navigation, a 
Soviet presence in the Gulf would 
be “highly undesirable.” 

“We have seen lots of exam- 
ples in the past years where the 
Soviets have made an effort, in 
any number of ways, to become 
more involved in the Middle 
East, and we do not think they 
are a constructive force in the 
Middle East." he said. 

Officials have acknowledged 
that the timing of the U-S. agree- 
ment io “re-flag” the Kuwaiti 
tankers was driven in part by the 
fact that Kuwait had earlier 
agreed to lease three Soviet tank- 
ers to transport its oil. 

Mr. Carlucci said the process of 
“re-flagging" the Kuwaiti tankers 
would probably take two or three 
weeks — a longer period than 


officials had earlier forecast. 

He said the Pentagon’s Joint 
Chiefs of Staff were assessing the 
threat and the mix of navy ships 
that would be required. The navy 
now has seven warships in the 
area, including the frigate Stark, 
disabled by missiles fired by an 
Iraqi plane on May 17 with the 
loss of 37 lives. 

Mr. Carlucci denied There had 
been any political decision to 
delay the plan to escort the 
Kuwaiti tankers, but gave no 
starting time. 

Mr. Carlucci said the Iranian 
Silkworm missiles could be ready 
for firing in a couple of days and 
represented a “changed dimen- 
sion" the nature of the Iranian 
threat. 

At Friday's meeting. Mr. 
Reagan reaffirmed U.S. efforts to 
obtain a U.N. Security Council 
resolution calling for an end to 
the Iran-lraq war, and an arms 
embargo on whichever side re- 
fused to enter talks. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz told reporters Thursday 
night some progress was being 
made at the United Nations but 
blamed the Soviet Union for the 
council's failure, to pass such a 
resolution. 

After the morning White 
House meeting between the presi- 
dent and his top-secret National 
Securiiy Planning Group 
(NSPG), presidential spokesman 


Marlin Fitzwater said in a state- 
ment: 

“It was clear from the pre- 
sentation that United States milit- 
ary forces have the capability to 
escort U.S. flag vessels in the 
Gulf to deter potential attacks 
and defend themselves against 
threats from belligerent powers. 

"The president received a de- 
tailed presentation on the milit- 
ary plan to protect United States 
flag and naval vessels and 
approved the plan for further 
development." 

“The escorting of reflagged 
ships will begin when the presi- 
dent decides. The capability ex- 
ists now.” . 

Fitzwater said the president 
had ordered additional consulta- 
tion with U.S. allies and planned 
to raise the issue at the annual 
economic summit of allied indust- 
rial nations in Venice June 8-10. 

Fitzwarer also said the United 
States would intensify diplomatic 
efforts to strengthen "Operation 
Staunch” — a U.S. effort to 
isolate Iran from world arms sup- 
plies.

B1-B bomber — 
high-flying dancer with 
harsh critics on ground

DYESSS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Texas — The Bl-B bandies more 
like a fighter than a bomber, 
dancing through the arid Texas 
plateaus as the pilots practise 
high-speed, low-Iovel bombing. 

During a recent 416 hour train- 
ing flight. Bob Davis, an instruc- 
tor pilot, and Gary J. Martin, a 
student pilot, wheeled the plane 
in 30-degree turns at 960 kph. 

They held an altitude of 152 
metres while “prosecuting” their 
attack runs. 

At times, only the plane's sha- 
dow racing across the countryside 
gave an indication of how fast it 
was moving. The sensation was 
not unlike that of a race car 
skewing around curves, but with- 
out the noise. The pilots, used to 
lumbering around in aging B-52s, 
were clearly enjoying themselves. 

The B-1B is a beautiful air- 
plane in a distinctly sinister way, 
with moveable “swept" wings 
and more on-board computers 
than the space shuttle.

Peking starts to get rough with the press 


China is now adopting a much rougher security stance, especially 
with the press. Robert Thomson reports that increased surveillance of 
diplomats and press seems to be linked to the recent political 
turbulence. 


PEKING — The white van crept 
slowly to where I had parked in 
the foreigners' compound. With 
headlights off, the two Chinese 
undercover police tried to look 
inconspicuous, which was not 
easy at. 1.30 a.m. in an otherwise 
quiet Peking. 

The officers watched my two 
friends walk into their apartment 
and (hen waited for my next 
move.- I waited for their next 
move, which was to drive into a 
side-street. The roles reversed, I 
began to follow and in true cloak- 
and-dagger style, they tried to 
lose me in the maze-like com- 
pound- 

After I took a short-cut and 
met- the van iace-to-face, . the . 
officers flashed their lights, 
tooted the horn and ended the 
game in a comradely way. 

Sadly, the games that Chinese 
security men play are getting 
tougher and more frequent. 

A Japanese journalist. Shuitsu 
Henrai, has recently been forced 
to leave, but it was not until after 
he fcft that State Security made 
public the allegations against 
him: The Chinese government 
attempted to blur the issue and 
smear Mr. Hen mi by alleging be 
paid-a Chinese government em-

Diplomats suggest that another 
of his crimes was he is Japanese, 
as Sino-Japanese relations have 
soured in recent weeks, and Hen- 
mi’s expulsion shows that China 
has kept its new promise to take 
“tough action" against Japan. 
Several other journalists pub- 
lished the same material he was 
alleged to have bought, but, for 
the time being, they are still in 
Peking. 

Henmi received the full State 
Security treatment. He was con- 
sistently followed, endured long 
interrogation sessions and threats 
of various kinds, and was ulti- 
mately shown ihe “open door”. 
He denies the charges made 
against him. but saw no point in 
fighting the renewed might of the 
security apparatus. 

Surveillance of foreign journal- 
ists and diplomats has risen signi- 
ficantly in recent weeks, and the 
tighter control appears to be link- 
ed to the political turbulence that 
shook the Communist Party 
chief.

The street monitoring and a 
marked increase in phone-tap- 
ping arc a measure of the insecur- 
ity of the State Security and 
Public Security bureaux, which 
were reined-in several years ago 
by senior Communist officials 
who now have less power in a 
party still troubled by political 
infighting. 

Both agencies — State Security 
specialises in counter-intelli- 
gence, while Public Security is 
more of a police force — are 


particularly suspicious of journa- 
lists and diplomats with Chinese 
friends, and seem to have laun- 
ched an intimidation campaign. 
Young Chinese have even been 
offered money to report on con- 
versations with foreign friends. 

It has always been difficult for 
Chinese to visit the compounds 
housing diplomats and journal- 
ists, who arc regarded as quasi- 
diplomats. though one security „ 
officer explained that “we are 
protecting you." Chinese can 
only enter in the company of a 
foreigner and. in the past month, 
plain-clothes security men moni- 
toring compound gates have be- 
gun working through the night 
and security cameras have recent- 
ly been installed. 

The plain-clothes security men ■ 
inside the compounds occasional- 
ly get carried away by suspicion. 
A Chinese- Australian friend 
staying in a compound was nab- 
bed by several security officers 
and hauled away for several 
hours of questioning, which she 
complicated by giving purposeful-

CANNES, France — The makers 
of " Aria", a new type of opera 
filnjiuai® . some or the world's 
best-loved music to back Images 
rattg^- Irom sweaty bodybuil- 
ders. to ; . historic cityscapes, say 
their. aira is to boost the public's 
awareness of opera. 

^'Ariai" a 97-minute film of 10 
opera videos created by directors 
Keii Russell, Robert Altman, Ju- 
lien Temple and others, was 
accorded ihe singular honour last 
week - of .closing the prestigious 
Cannes film festival. 

Producer Don Boyd, an ex- 
uberant Scotman, told Reuters be 
was" delighted with the film's re- 
ception.. .He said he signed deals 
in. Cannes for worldwide distribu- 
tion,' of ,the_film, which opened 
this week m France and Switzer- 
land, 'and can be seen later this 
. year around the world. 

Like some rock videos in which 
fantastical visions accompany the 
music. ' 1 Aria" is a wildly diverse 
collection of cinematic images. 
Boyd’ said he doesn't expect ev- 
erything will please everybody. 

. "I think certain people will 
respond to some things, and not 
to others,*’ he told Reuters. "But 
the curiosity value will be such 
that we hope people will go and 
see it. We demand controversy, 
arguments, debate ... and ticket- 
buying." 

“Whatever the purists say," he 
added, ;‘T think this film will 
bring opera to a wider audience, 
to. an audience that hadn’t paid 
much attention to opera before.” 

Boyd said he expected the 
rock-video television channel in 
rhe r United States, MTV, to play 
certain segments of the film, and 
added that he found it amusing to 
think of opera being introduced 
to a teenage rock audience. 


He said he abhorred “this stuf- 
fy attitude towards art." 

Only two segments of the film 
use the traditional lip synchro- 
nisation — the final segmenr of 
John Hurt, acting out pan of 
Ruggiero Leoncavallo’s “I Pag- 
Kacci" as sung by the world's 
greatest tenor Enrico Caruso, 
and Australian director Bruce 
Beresford’s impressionistic love 
duet from modern American 
composer Erich Komgold's “Die 
Tote Stadt". The lacier is intercut 
with shots of the canals and 
bridges of the Belgian city of 
Binges. 

Nicolas Roeg (“The Man Who 
Fell to Earth") directed the film's 
first sequence, a portrayal of the 
attempted assassination of Alba- 
nia's King Zbg in Vienna in 1931 
to Giuseppi Verdi’s "Un Ballo in 
Maschera” (A Masked Ball). 

In an unusual casting choice, 
Theresa Russell, who played 
Marilyn Monroe in Roeg's "In- 
significance". is cast as King Zog. 

Jean-Luc Godard’s segment, 
shot in a Paris bodybuilding gym. 
brings to mind ancient Greek 
sculptures that move, to music 
from Jean-Baptiste Lully’s baro- 
que “aimide." 

Temple, a veteran of rock 
videos for the Rolling Stones and 
David Bowie, chose well-known 
themes from Verdi's “Rigoletto” 
and cast Buck Henry and Beverly 
D’Angelo in a ribald tale of Hol- 
lywood-style two-timing. There’s 
even an Elvis Presley look-alike 
singing "La Donna e Mobile.” 

Director Ken Russell’s section, 
to Giacomo Puccini's "Turan- 
dot.” is an elegiac fantasy about 
love, death and a traffic accident. 
Russel! did the rock opera "Tom- 
my" and “Lisztomania," his 
latest film is "Gothic." 

Altman, known for 
“M-A.S.H." and "Nashville," 
costumed an audience in 18th 


century clothes, wigs and 
makeup, and filmed their reac- 
tions to Jean-Philtppe Rameau’s 
“Les Boreades." Boyd described 
the result as "a moving hogarth," 
a cinematic version of drawings 
by the 18th century English en- 
graver and satirist. 

"Aria” is loosely connected by 
Hurt’s portrayal of an actor who 
seems to think or dream the 
operatic sequences in his search 
for personal happiness. Dis- 
traught, but knowing that in op- 
eratic and theatrical tradition 
"the show must go on." his final 
performance is the heart-rending 
“I Pagliaccr." 

Boyd said he asked the 10 
directors — Bill Bryden, Derek 
Jarman, Franc Roddam. and 
Charles Sturridge do other seg- 
ments — to choose an opera 
theme and visualise it. Each was 
given about 10 minutes, a limited 
budget, and three to four shoot- 
ing days. 

Altman shot his segment in 
about four hours, said Boyd, and 
Godard, who was dissatisfied 
with his first footage, paid ro 
reshoot his sequence himself. 
“That's how much he believed in 
it." “said producer Boyd. 

The total film cost S3 million, 
and was backed by RCA records 
and Virgin Music. 

Most of the music is from the 
RCA catalogue, and includes 
such famous voices as Leontyne 
Price, Carlo Bergonzi, Robert 
Merrill, Shirley Verrett, Anna 
Moffo, Carol Neblen and Rene 
Kollo. Jussi Bjoerling, and Gior- 
gio Tozzi. 

The music ranges from the 
Italian classics of Verdi and Puc- 
cini, the French baroque of Lully 
and Rameau, the twentieth cen- 
tury compositions of Korngold 
and Gustave Charpeatier to 
"Liebcstod" from Richard Wag- 
ner's "Tristan und Isolde.”

Ruan had been an unusually 
open minister and gave an unpre- 
cedented press conference last 
year at which he invited any 
journalist being harassed by 
police to contact him. He was 
determined to improve the agen- 
cy's image and had friendships 
with foreigners himself. 

Ruan has been replaced by 
Wang Fang, a political and legal 
enforcer best known for his per- 
formance as prosecutor of Mao 
Zedong’s wife, Jiang Qing, in 
1979, when she stood trial for her 
crimes in orchestrating the Cultu- 
ral Revolution. Wang shows no 
signs of the compassion or open- 
mindedness of his predecessor — 
Financial Times news feature. 
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regrets the civilian casualties, 
mines are a legitimate weapon of 
war.

Manila prayer pedlar offers hope 
to dozens of jilted lovers and cuckolds

MANILA — Seven days a week 
from sunrise to sundown. Luisa 
de Ocampo sits quietly in a Man- 
ila church and storms the heavens 
with her prayers. 

The shawled figure seated on a 
wooden stool clutching a rosary is 
sought out by jilted lovers, the 
mothers of drug addicts, cuck- 
olded husbands, and occupants of 
haunted houses. 

At one time de Ocampo 
roamed the streets selling lottery 
rickets, but for the last 18 years 
she has made her living by consol- 
ing and offering prayers for those 
in need. 

The 59-year-old widow is one 
of half a dozen women ranged 
near the door of the Church of 
the Black Nazarene offering 
advice, hope and prayers to peo- 
ple who feel a need to pray but 
either don't know how or cannot 
find the time. 

Superstition and religion often 
go hand in hand in the overwhel- 
mingly Roman Catholic Philip- 
pines. 

As well as prayer-pedlars, the 
300-year-old church where de 


Ocampo works also plays host to 
vendors of herbal medicines and 
fortune-tellers. 

. A few metres away from the 
church, in a busy Manila plaza, 
boys hawk sex magazines with 
nude photographs of local movie 
actresses and couples striking the 
varied poses of love. 

De Ocampo says she hasn’t 
missed a day in church since she 
went into the business in 1969, 
continuing a trade which she says 
her family has followed for 100 
years. 

With an average of 10 custom- 
ers a day, rising to 15 during 
religious feasts, de Ocampo esti- 
mates she must have said prayers 
for more than 50.000 people. 

"I don't ask for any specific 
amount. I leave it up to people, 
whatever they can afford," she 
says. 

Some people, too poor to 
afford cash, pay for the prayers 
with eggs or fruits. A nearby 
baker who is a regular customer 
brings her loaves of bread. 

Many of her clients are people 
who want prayers offered for the 
souls of loved ones who have 
died. 

Some come to her complaining 


of ghosts in their homes and 
asking for prayers to drive them 
away. ' ■ - 

"At night, they said, they 
would hear the rattling of plates 
and pans in their kitchen and the 
sound of furniture being moved 
around. Sometimes they would 
hear footsteps," de Ocampo says. 

De Ocampo, who claims no 
special relationship with God. 
knows when her prayers are 
answered. The customers return 
to thank her with gifts. 

She has even received wedding 
invitations after helping to patch 
up lovers’ quarrels by saying 
prayers for them on nine consecu- 
tive days. 

"Sometimes, a man will come 
and ask that I pray for the return 
of his wife who has run off with 
another man, or it will be a 
woman looking for a runaway 
husband." 

Some people are beyond help, 
however, such as the tearful 
woman de Ocampo was once 
forced to turn away. 

"She was in love with a married 
man and she wanted special 
prayers so he would desert his 
family and live with her. I told 
her. ’No prayers can help you.’" 


But she did not hesitate to help 
anorher woman who was having 
an illicit love affair with an 
adopted son and wanted prayers 
offered so her husband would not 
find out. 

“She promised to leave the 
lover and go away with her hus- 
band to America.” de Ocampo 
says. "She did and their marriage 
was saved. The husband never 
knew that three of the children he 
thought were his were fathered 
by the lover.” 

"I meet strange lives here,” she 
says. “You wouldn't even read 
stories like these in novels." 

Dusk has enveloped the church 
and a man. looking distraught, 
hovers around ihe widow as 
though in desperate need of help. 

“Prayers?" she asks, her face 
brightening at the prospect of 
new business. 

“The man sits beside her and 
whispers into her ear. 

Luisa de Ocampo reaches deep 
into her bag and pulls out a rosary 
of green-coloured beads. 

In the failing light, her fingers 
race over the beads, as on a 
well-travelled road, and pTayer 
after prayer tumbles out.

Becker, Noah, Wilander advance in French Open 


Mansell dominates trial 
for Monaco Grand Prix 


(AP) — Steffi Graf survived a scare from 
yanada’s Helen Kelesi to stretch her winning streak 
to 36 matches and move into the quarterfinals of the' 
French Open with a 7-6, 6-2 victory Saturday. 


“My first reaction was, ‘damn 
why didn’t 1 play better?” Graf' 
said. 

"Bie otfier second seed from 
West Germany, Boris Becker, 
also had problems before over- 
coming inconsistent play to beat 
Henrik Sundstrom of Sweden Ct 
1, 3-6, 6-2, 6-1 and advance to the 
fourth round of the men's draw. 

Becker will face American Jim- 
my Arias, unseeded but a winner 
over the 19-year-old in the Monte 
Carlo Open last month. 

Other winners as the men 
finished their third round and the 
women started their fourth on 
Saturday included Mats Wilan- 


' der, Yannick Noah, Jimmy Con- 
nors, Gabriela Sabatini, Manuela 
Maleeva and unseeded Arantxa 
Sanchez, a 15-year-old from 
Spain. 

Graf last lost in the final of the 
Virginia Slims championships last 
December. Coming into the 
French Open, she had won six 
tournaments in a row and was 
32-0 since that loss in cold New- 
York to Martina Navratilova. 

Through the first three rounds. 
Graf was invincible, dropping 
just five games and wrapping up 
her victories in less than an hour 
apiece.

Briton Elliott edges 
Soviet Zinovev 
to win Milk Race 


LONDON ( AP) — Britain's Mal- 
colm Elliott won the 30th Milk 
Race cycling event Saturday after 
leading since the start two weeks 
ago. 

The English professional. 25, 
maintained his lead of 3S seconds 
over Soviet rider Alex Zinovev 
after Igor Sumnikov gave the 
Soviet Union its sixth stage suc- 
cess, by winning the 13th and 
final stage on a central London 
circuit. 

Elliott was second last year 
when his ANC Halfords team- 
mate, Joey McLoughlin, gave 
Britain their first triumph in ten 
years. McLoughlin was ruled out 
of this year's race because of 
injury. 

Eliott's victory at the end of the 
1,110-mile (1.786-km) round Bri- 
tain race continued his impressive 


sfreak. He arrived at the Milk 
Race with a victory in the Lan- 
cashire enterprise four-day race 
and a superb third in a top con- 
tinental classic, the Amstel Gold 
Race in The Netherlands. 

After three riders had led the 
128-km final stage race for 14 laps 
of the 3.4 km circuit ."Elliott attack- 
ed to take away a group who 
opened a lead of nearly a minute 
in the last four laps. 

Sumnikov's fifth victory did not 
affect Elliott's overall lead, and 
so the first home double in the 
Milk Race for 23 years was com- 
plete. 

He opened his victory bid with 
an unbroken run of four stage 
wins, and with his fifth at Derby 
put his race record for stage wins 
ten clear of any other milk racer.

Campos did not take part in the 
official qualifying in the afternoon 
and was declared out of Sunday's 
race.

Olympic delegation tours N. Korea 


TOKYO (Agencies) — A delega- 
tion from the International Olym- 
pic Committee (IOC) is visiting 
North Korea to review potential 
sites for the 198S Olympics, 
according to a report Saturday by 
the official Korean Central News 
Agency (KCNA). 

The delegation, led by Alexan- 
dra Siperco, a member of the 
IOC, saw potential construction 
sites in the capital, Pyongyang, 
the report said. 

According to the KCNA re- 
port. received in Tokyo, the 
guests toured Angol Stadium, a 
table tennis hall, a weightlifting 
hall and other facilities. 


North Korea is seeking to co- 
host rhe Olympics next year with 
South Korea, but the two sides 
cannot agree on which events 
should be held in the North. 

According to the KCNA re- 
port. Siperco praised the facili- 
ties. but said he would have to 
report his findings to other Olym- 
pic officials. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union 
has announced it was sending a 
team to the 1988 Winter Olym- 
pics in Calgary, Canada. The 
official TASS news agency has 
reported rhe news without any 
mention of Soviet participation in 
the disputed Seoul Summer 


Games. 

TASS said the decision to send 
a team to Canada was taken at a 
plenary meeting of the National 
Olympic Committee. 

The Soviet Union took part in 
the last winter games m Sarajevo, 
Yugoslavia, in 1984, but led a 
15-nation Communist boycott of 
that year's Summer Games in Los 
Angeles after a U.S.-led boycott 
of the 1980 Moscow Summer 
Olympics. 

The 1988 Seoul games are also 
threatened by a Communist 
boycott due to a dispute between 
North and South Korea over the 
staging of the events.

NEW YORK (AP) — As Ted 
Higuera goes, so go the Mil- 
waukee Brewers.

Jimmy Connors, the world 
number one from 1974-78 but 
now content to squeeze into the 
top 10 in ninth place, took 
another gulp of cold beer and sat 
back with a mischievous grin. 

At 34, Connors belongs to a 
previous generation. He emerged 
during the last days of Rod Laver 
and Ken Rose wall, developed 
two memorable rivalries with 
Bjorn Borg and John McEnroe 
and now is a troublesome old 
irritant to Boris Becker and Mats 
Wilander. 

Becker and Connors are on 
course for a potentially explosive 
quarter-final encounter at the 
French Open championships and 
it is worth remembering the West 
Gennan was just six years old 
when the American completed 
three parts of the Grand Slam by 
winning foe 1974 Wimbledon, 
U.S. and Australian titles. 

Thirteen years ago. it was Con- 
nors who was the brash young 
whiz kid of tennis, committing 
the unpardonable offence of in- 
flicting two merciless beatings on 
a 40-year-old Rosewall in the 
Wimbledon and LLS. Open 
finals. 

The Australian, losing finalist 
20 years previously and riding on 
a wave of emotion at Wimbledon 
where he had never been cham- 


pion. won just six games as a 
barrage of blistering winners 
came off Connors' then futuristic 
metal racket. 

Two months later, Connors 
was even more savage on the 
grand old man, winning foe U.S. 
Open title with embarrassing ease 
as Rosewall crumbled 6-1, 6-0, 
b-1. 

Connors, luxuriating in his role 
of elder statesman, gatecrashed a 
Becker post-match news confer- 
ence at Roland Garros this week 
and foe West German came off 
second best as the two engaged in 
half-serious banter.

Commodities Gearing House (ICCH) ''substantially reducing the 
risk of .bankruptcy of any member and any subsequent losses to 
clients," LME Chairman Jacques Lion said. 

The LME, which was regarded by experts as London's most 
old-fashioned exchange, was the last commodity market in the 
world to adopt the clearing house system. 

After the LME started in 1878, its members had traditionally 
been relying ’on trust, honour and a loose monitoring system in their 
-dealing. , - • - 

Its restakjturing is part of a big reform of the various London 
exchanges and meets demands made in regulations by the Securities 
Investment Board (SIB), which will take effect this autumn. 
"'Mr.'- fan McGaw, ICCH managing director, described the switch 
to the clearing system as a historic day for the LME.

Dollar, stocks move higher 


NEW YORK (R) — Japan’s plan to inject $42 billion 
into its economy to stimulate growth and help reduce 
its trade surplus helped lift the dollar, international 
stock prices and U.S. treasury bonds Friday. 


But Wall Street dropped nearly 
20 points in the Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average. 

The extra state spending worth 
S35 billion and tax cuts of S7 
billion were announced early in 
the day by Prime Minister Yasu- 
hiro Nakasone. The purpose of 
the huge injection of cash is to 
stimulate the Japanese economy 
and thereby increase the level of 
foreign imports to Japan in order 
to reduce its $100 billion annual 
trade surplus. 

By taking such steps, officials 
hope they can rely less on the 
sharp drop in the dollar, which 
has fallen more than 40 per cent 
in the last 19 months, in order to 
cut the trade surplus. A lower 
dollar makes U.S. goods more 
competitive abroad and imported 
goods more expensive. 

But several currency dealers in 
London said Friday they were not 
sure tbe Japanese measures 
would do much to end the dollar’s 
long fall. 

Even Japanese Finance Minis- 
ter Kiichi Miyazawa said the mea- 
sures would have no major im- 
mediate impact on the huge 
Japanese trade surplus. 

But the dollar climbed as high 
as 144.43 yen before dosing at 
143.75, near its low for the day. It 
closed at 143.30 yen on Thursday. 

The dollar also rose against the 
West German mark, climbing to 
1.8240 marks in London, 
although it lost much of the 
ground in quiet trading late in the 
day, to dose at 1.8180. up from 
1.8170 on Thursday. 

The Japanese move also gave a 
lift to U.S. treasury bond prices. 
The benchmark 30-year bond was 
up 28/32, equal to S8.75 on a 
thousand-doliar bond, at 101-07/ 
32. This pushed the yield down to 
8.64 per cent from 8.72 per cent 
on Thursday. 

Wall Street refused to go along 
with the upward trend. Moderate 
profit-taking forced blue chip 
stocks to fall steadily at the end of 
a sluggish session, as the Dow 
Jones average slipped 19.11 
points to 2,2091.57. 

Helped by a 15-point rise on 
Wall Street on Thursday, 
Japanese investors dedded they 
liked the economic package and 
bought stocks. 

The Tokyo Nikkei stock mar- 
ket average ended up 338.74 at a 
record-high 24,772.39. The pre- 
vious record high was on May 15 
at 24,729.03. 

Investors also enthusiastically 
bought British shares. The Finan- 
cial Times/Stock Exchange index 
of 100 leading shares dosed up 
45.6 at 2,203 points, its second- 
biggest gain in history. 

Fed intervention 

Meanwhile the Federal Re- 
serve (Fed) bought more than $4 
billion in March and April in a 
bid to stop the dollar’s steep foil 
on foreign exchange markets, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York said Friday. 

The United States intervened 
in the market on 17 occasions. 


buying S3.96 billion against the 
Japanese yen and S99 million 
against the West German mark, 
the Fed bank said in its quarterly 
report to Congress. 

As part of a pact struck by six 
major industrial countries in Paris 
on Feb. 22 to foster greater ex- 
change rate stability, the United 
States also sold $30 million in 
early March as speculative buying 
boosted tbe dollar to 1.8745 
marks. 

The New York Fed conducts 
foreign exchange intervention on 
behalf of the Federal Reserve 
system and the U.S. Treasury. 

Mr. Sam Cross, executive vice 
president of the New York Fed, 
told a news conference that the 
U.S. intervention was coordin- 
ated with foreign central banks, 
which he said also bought “ex- 
traordinary amounts" of dollars 
in the February-April period co- 
vered in the report. 

The dollar moved sharply dur- 
ing the three months, hitting a 
40-year low of around 139 yen in 
April. 

The fall culminated a 2V« year 
slide in tbe dollar from a peak of 
over 250 yen in January 1985. 
The dollar has since stabilised at 
just over 140 yen. 

Mr. Cross declined to say ex- 
actly how much other central 
banks had bought, but he said 
combined official purchases of 
dollars approximated, and may 
even have exceeded, the U.S. 
current account deficit during 
that period. 

Mr. Cross’s comment was the 
first official confirmation that the 
net inflow of private capital to the 
United States dried up in the first 
quarter as foreign confidence 
ebbed and that foreign central 
banks were in effect financing the 
U.S. current account deficit 
through their dollar purchases. 

Tbe current account balance 
measures the surplus or deficit in 
the trade of goods and services. 

First -quarter data have not yet 
been published, but in the fourth 
quarter of 1986, the United States 
ran a current account deficit of 
$36.84 billion. 

Assuming no improvement, 
that would mean central bank 
intervention for the period would 
have totalled nearly $37 billion. 

Tbe U.S. purchases were the 
largest for a three-month period 
since a big drop in the dollar in 
the late 1970s, a time of high 
inflation and political tensions, 
Mr. Cross said. 

By contrast, in the previous 
three months between November 
and January, the Fed had bought 
just $50 million in the market. 

Mr. Cross said the intervention 
had worked. “Tbe operation has 
been successful and has restored 
a considerable measure of stabil- 
ity to the foreign exchange mar- 
ket.” he said. 

Key leading indicators drop 

On the other hand, a sharp fall 
in the U.S. government’s key 
barometer of future economic 
activity during April — the first 


decline in three months — was 
discounted by analysts who said it 
did not foretell 3 major down- 
turn. 

The index of leading indicators 
was down 0.6 per cent last month 
after rising in March by 0.3 per 
cent in January. 

“Although it was weak, it fol- 
lows two fairly strong months and 
should cause' no strong worries 
that recession is on the immediate 
horizon," said Mr. David Wyss, 
senior vice president of Data Re- 
sources Inc. of Lexington, Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Lower auto sates and weakness 
in the building sector depressed 
two key components of the index 
— new orders and building per- 
mits — as anticipated and 
accounted for most of the April 
fail. 

“This report points to con- 
tinued muddling through by the 
economy,” Mr. Wyss said. 

The pace of economic growth 
in the current quarter is expected 
to be slower than in the first three 
months of 1987 when gross 
national product (GNP) ex- 
panded by a robust 4.4 per cent 
largely as" a result of invenrory- 
building by businesses. 

The White House has forecast 
growth of three per cent this year, 
up modestly from the 2.5 per cent 
growth in 1986. 

Mr. Allen Sinai, senior vice 
president of Shearson Lehman 
Bros, Inc. in New York, said the ■ 
April leading indicators fall was 
exaggerated by the upward revi- 
sion in the March figure to a 0.8 
per cent rise Lorn 0.4 per cent. 

The change was made because 
the rate at which companies built 
up inventories in March was high- 
er than estimated earlier. 

The Commerce Department 
said stocks of unsold goods swel- 
led to an inflation-adjusted 
annual rate of $23-72 in March 
from SI 1.84 billion in February. 

Mr. Sinai said there were two 
holidays during April, Good Fri- 
day and Passover, that helped 
shorten the average workweek 
and had a one-time depressing 
effect on the leading indicators 
index. 

“There are no alarm signals for 
the future of the economy to be 
taken from this report,” Mr. 
Sinai said, “it points to a sus- 
tained expansion this year, neith- 
er robust nor very, very weak.” 

Shearson Lehman is forecasting 
GNP growth after inflation erf 
between two and three per cent. 

There have been other recent 
signs of economic strength, in- 
cluding a Commerce Department 
report Wednesday that the mer- 
chandise trade deficit fell to $38.3 
billion in the first quarter from 
S3S.6 billion in the final three 
months of 1986. 

Ir reported on Tuesday that 
consumers increased spending by 
0.6 per cent in April, a positive 
sign since two-thirds of the eco- 
nomy’s output is derived from 
consumer spending. 

Federal Reserve Board Gov- 
ernor Robert Heller, speaking in 
New York on Thursday said the 
dollar has fallen enough for the 
U.S. trade deficit to improve, 
underscoring official optimism 
about inflation and interest rates.

Embargo will destabilise 


. Pacific, Fiji warns 


SUVA (R) — The South Pacific region will suffer 
long-term destabilisation if the Fijian economy is 
crippled by an Australian and New Zealand trade 
union embargo, Governor-General Rata Sir Penaia 
Ganilau said Saturday. 


He said in a statement' that 
Fijians who supported the trade 
ban imposed in protest a gainsr 
the military coup two weeks ago 
were setting the country on the 
path to confrontation and des- 
truction. 

The governor-general said that 
if the economy was crippled by 
die ban it “would bring long-term 
destabilisation in the South Paci- 
fic region.'* 

Ganilau was speaking as South 
Pacific leaders meeting in the 
Western Samoa capital of Apia 
decided to ask Fiji what assist- 
ance they could offer to help it 
recover from tbe coup. 

“The time for condemning (the 
May 14 coup) is gone. Now is the 
time for compassion," Cook Is- 
lands Premier Sir Tom Davis told 
a news conference in Apia. 

Ganilau said be was campaign- 
ing for national reconciliation. 
The coup deposed the elected 
government and split the country, 
which is almost equally divided 
between indigenous Fijians and 
Indians who arrived in last cen- 
tury when Fiji was still a British 
colony. 

The governor-general, the per- 
sonal representative of Queen 
Elizabeth. Fiji's bead of state, 
said those involved in provoking 
and imposing trade bans were 
misguided. 

“The end result of their actions 
is presumably to try and bring the 


Fiji economy to its knees and 
bankrupt the country,” a govern- 
ment spokesman quoted Ganilau 
as saying. 

Deposed Prime Minister Ttmo- 
d Bavadra, who has staged a 
series of shop and school closures 
as part of a campaign of dvil 
disobedience, launched a legal- 
challenge to his overthrow in me 
supreme court. 

Lawyers filed a writ asserting 
that the dissolution of parliament 
was illegal and the Bavadra coali- 
tion should be reinstated. It was 
not dear when the case would be 
heard. 


Bavadra’s government gave the 
large Indian community a major- 
ity in power for the first tune 
since independence from Britain, 
in 1970, angering militant ethnic 
Fijians who said they were being 
Tilled by outsiders m their own 
country. 

Coup leader Colonel Sidveni 
Rabuka has called for tbe con- 
stitution to be changed to favour 
indigenous Fijians. 

The New Zealand embassy in 
Fiji said Wellington has sus- 
pended defence cooperation with 
Suva because of the army’s in- 
volvement in the coup. It has also 
cut all aid. 

The governor-general said 
there was no cause for alarm 
about threatened food shortages 
in the country of 714,000 people 


as a result of tbe trade ban. 

“There are many countries in 
the Pacific basin who have indi- 
cated- their willingness to sell 
foodstuffs to Fiji and these trans- 
acations are being arranged," he 
stated. 

The trade embargo has hit im- 
ported fresh vegetables and flour. 
The Fiji Pharmaceutical Society, 
said there could be an acute 
shortage of essential drugs unless 
imports can be arranged within a 
fortnight. Ninety per cent of the 
'country’s medical drug supplies 
come from Australia and New 
Zealand. 

Fiji’s two main foreign ex- 
change earners, sugar and tour- 
ism, have both been hit by the 
impact of the coup, with sugar 
cane remaining unharvested be- 
cause of protest action by cane 
cutters. 

Meanwhile two ministers in tbe 
ousted Fijian government were 
denied entry to the conference of 
South Pacific leaders Friday and 
there were signs that the meeting 
wanted nothing to do with the 
coup in Suva. 

Krishna Duff, foreign minis ter 
in the elected government of Dr. 
Timori Bavadra, told reporters 
he and Education Minister Tupe- 
ni Baba were not surprised when 
door officials turned them away 
from the 12-nation South Pacific 
Forum where Fiji, the 13th mem- 
ber and outgoing chairman, is not 
represented. 

He said they were told they 
could not enter because they 
were now the opposition. No 
place was provided for Fiji at the 
conference table and there was 
no sign of its flag. 


Blazing tanker spills oil after channel collision 


LONDON (R) — A Liberian- 
registered tanker was ablaze and 
spilling its load of crude oil into 
the sea after a collision with a 
Polish cargo vessel in the channel 
early Saturday, coastguards said. 

The 67.239-ton Skyron was 
abandoned by its 25-man crew 
after the collision with the 7,704- 
ton Hel 25 miles off the English 
ferry port of Ramsgate. The 
coastguard said there were no 
serious injuries. 

British and Belgian helicopters 
and a British Royal Air Force 
Nimrod patrol aircraft took part 


in the rescue operation as life- 
boats and other vessels headed 
for the scene. 

One coastguard said: “The Sky- 
ron just burst into flame.'* 


The burning ranker was spilling 
its 137,000-tcm load of crude oil 
into the channel, triggering a 
major pollution alert, although 
coastguards said it was too eany 
to establish the extent of the pollu- 
tion. 


A specially equipped British 
government surveillance aircraft 
arrived in the area to monitor the 


growing oil slick. 

Tbe collision between tbe Sky- 
ron, which was bound for Rotter- 
dam, and the Hel, headed for the 
Chilean port of Valparaiso, hap- 
pened shortly before dawn in one 
of the world's busiest shipping 
lanes. 

Traffic up and down the chan- 
nel is strictly controlled by French 
and British coastguards, who use 
radar and rigid “motorway" reg- 
ulations to marshal ships on them 
way through.

Chinese floods kill 42 
more; fires erupt again 


PEKING (R) — China’s ordeal 
by fire and water continued 
Saturday with reports of 42 more 
lives lost in southern floods and a 
resurgence of forest fires in the 
north. 

The China Daily said the latest 
storm deaths ail occurred in 
Guangxi Zhuang region, west of 
the worst-hit area, Guangdong 
province. 

The floods began to subside in 
Guangdong, where 114 people 
were killed, but 55,000 hectares 
(140,000 acres) of farmland in 
Guangxi Zhuang had been 
swamped since the start of this 
month, the newspaper said. 

‘It reported torrential down- 
pours as recently as Tuesday, 
flooding more than half of the 22 
townships in Hengxian county in 
.the space of three hours. 

A total of 4,500 houses and 
^nearly 200 bridges were des- 
troyed in the floods which also 
damaged more than 60 
kilometres of irrigation ditches 


and nearly 200 kilometres of river 
embankments. 

According to the Gunagdong 
weather forecasting centre, the 
rainy season will last until early 
June. Tbe newspaper said the 
rainy air currents had moved 
south to the Zhujiang delta area 
and west to Yangchun and Yang- 
jiang counties in the west of 
Guangdong province. 

Far to tbe north, the China 
Daily said, a spreading blaze in 
the Inner Mongolia region had 
burnt about 11.000 ,, hectares 
(27,000 acres) of land, one- third 
of it forest. 


A total of 1,300 weary firefigh- 
ters, many of them on front-fane 
fire duty since early this month, 
were fighting the blaze along a 10 
kilometre front about 45 
kilometres south-east of the town 
of Jaqdaqi. 

The fire was spotted by a sur- 
vey plane on Thursday and quick- 
ly got out of control, fuelled by a 
strong north-west wind.

East cashed the ace of dia- 
monds and exited with a low dia- 
mond. The fate of the contract 
hinged on bringing in tbe trump 
suit without losing a trick, and 
from the bidding either defender 
could hold the king. Considering 
the spade suit alone, the percent- 
age play is to finesse. However, de- 
clarer cashed the ace of spades to 
fell East's king and claimed bis 
contract. What made declarer go 
against the odds? 

Unless the defenders had made 
an egregious error, West could not 
hold the king of spades. If West did 
indeed have that card. East could 
have ensured the contract's defeat 
by leading a third heart after cash- 
ing the ace of diamonds. West 
would score the setting trick by 
overTuffing with the long. 

Actually, East defended very 
well. Had he played another heart, 
declarer would have ruffed high 
and, when West could not overruff, 
the play of the ace of trumps would 
have been obvious (unless West 
was pulling off a “Grosvenor 
Gambit"). Unfortunately, his fail- 
ure to lead another heart was as re- 
vealing to a declarer who could 
draw the correct inference. 


Mozambique 
reports 
capturing

MAPUTO, Mozambique (AP) 
— Security forces have captured 
several members of a South Afri- 
can commando group that killed 
three people in a raid on Maputo, 
the Mozambican News Agency 
(AIM) reported Saturday. 

The news agency, AIM, did 
not specify the number of people 
arrested, but said the captives 
were carrying documents that 
gave details of Friday's pre-dawn 
raid. 

A government communique 
said the attack was aimed at 
members of the African National 
Congress (ANC), but that the 
three people killed were Mozam- 
bicans. Tbe ANC is the main 
guerrilla movement fighting to 
overthrow South Africa’s white- 
led government. 

AIM said Foreign Minister 
Pacoal Mocumbi told foreign di- 
plomats that the confiscated 
documents proved the attack on 
four houses in Maputo was 
orchestrated by South Africa’s 
white-led government. 

In a statement late Friday, be- 
fore Mozambique announced the 
captures. South African Foreign 
Minister R.F. Botha said be re- 
jected accusations that South 
Africa conducted the raid. The 
South African Defence Force 
said Saturday it had nothing to 
add to its statement Friday, in 
which it declined to comment on 
“unsubstantiated allegations of 
incidents in Mozambique.” 

Mozambican officials said the 
raiders used bazookas and 
firearms, then fled in boats from 
a Maputo beach. A government 
statement described the attack as 
barbaric aggression." 

One victim, 22-year-old Joao 
Ghavane, was a night guard at a 
bouse used by the ANC to store 
do tiling for South African re- 
fugees in : transit, AIM reported. 
It said his body was burned after 
he was dubbed to death with an 
iron bar. 

AIM said the other victims, a 
cotrple reportedly shot to death in 
their thud floor apartment with 
silenced revolvers, were kille d 
because the attackers mistook 
them for ANC members who 
lived nearby.

WASHINGTON (R) — Presi- 
dent Reagan has rejected a prop- 
osal by Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger to alter a key U.S. 
position in strategic arms reduc- 
tion talks with the Soviet Union, 
the Washington Post said 
Saturday. 

The president’s rejection of 
Mr. Weinberger’s plan was dis- 
dosed by' White House Chief of- 
Staff Howard Baker in an inter- 
view, die newspaper said. 

In tbe arms reduction talks, the- 
United States has asked that the 
Soviet Union withdraw all of its' 
SS-20 medium-range missiles 
targeted on Europe but be 
allowed to keep a maximum of 
100 warheads targeted on Asia. 

In exchange, the United States 
would remove all its Pershing-2 
and ground-launched cruise mis- 
siles rased in Europe, but would 
retain 100 medium-range war- 
beads in the continental United 
States. 

Mr. Weinberger wanted the 
U.S. position altered to call for 
the elimination, on both sides, of 
all medium-range missiles worl- 
dwide. 

Mr. Baker said Mr. Reagan 
rejected tbe plan principally be- 
cause to alter the U.S. position at 
this point might slow progress in 
the arms talks. 

“I respect Cap (Weinberger), 
but I think it would have been a 
mistake to take that treaty off the 
table because it would have sig- 
nalled there is a significant 
change in the American bargain- 
ing position,” Mr. Baker was 
quoted as saying.

Bonn tries to contact teenage 
flyer who landed in Red Square 


MOSCOW (R) — With Soviet 
Air Defences facing a likely 
shake-up, West German embassy 
staff tried Saturday to contact the 
daring teenage pflot who slipped 
through the elaborate network 
and put his Cessna light plane 
down in Moscow's Red Square. 

Mathias Rust, a 19-year-old 
West German who learned his 
flying at a Hamburg aero dub, 
was still being questioned Satur- 
day by Soviet military officials 
after landing his plane in front of 
unsuspecting police officers out- 
ride the Kremlin. 

Soviet sources told Reuters his 
questioners wanted to know bow 
Rust flew 900 kilometres from 
Finland to the heart of Moscow 
apparently without being de- 
tected by Soviet air defences and 
put his plane down in Red Square 
on Thursday, the day the Soviet 
Union celebrated its national 
“Border Guard’s day.” 

The Soviet trade union daily 
Trud commented Saturday that 
"obvious failures in the 
elementary laws of alertness’* on 
the Soviet side would have to be 
investigated- 

A West German embassy 
spokesman said diplomats still 
did not know where Rust was 
being held but were in touch with 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry and 
hoped to have information soon. 

Under international accords, 
the Soviet authorities are obliged 
to inform the West Germans of 
his arrest within 72 hours. 

Meanwhile, Rust's flying feat 
was the talk of Moscow, with 
news of it spreading by word of 
mouth in the absence of any 
detailed reports in the official 
media. 

“It's astonishing, '* commented 
a student, voicing typical Musco- 
vite sentiments of mingled 
admiration and concern over the 
incident. “When I heard about it 
I just couldn’t believe it. He’s a 
brave lad bat it makes me worry 
about our defences.” 

The incident confronted Soviet 
military chiefs with some serious 
questions. According to Western 
military attaches, the Soviet Un- 
ion has a very extensive network 
of air defences that includes tri= 
pie- A anti-aircraft missiles and 
5urface : to-air missiles as well as. 
an anti-ballistic missile (ABM) 


system ringing Moscow. 

Pravda assured. Soviet- citizens 
in 1985 that tbe Soviet Union had 
air defences capable of hitting 
any target at any height or speed 
in any weather and at any time of 
day. 

One Soviet source commented 
Friday, after Rust had swooped 
over the tomb of Soviet state 
founder Vladimir Lenin and land- 
ed near ornate St. Basil's Cathed- 
ral: “There are going to be more 
than red faces among the military 
over this.” 

Tbe highly manoeuvrable Cess- 
na might have escaped air de- 
fences by flying too low for detec- 
tion, one Western diplomatic 
source said. 

After climbing out of his plane 
Rust signed autographs for 
Muscovites in Red Square 
several minutes before being 
arrested and led away by stunned 
police. 


Despite Kremlin leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev’s policy of 
openness, tbe Communist Party 
daily Pravda Saturday only re- 
printed a TASS announcement of 
Friday night that Rust had 
violated Soviet airspace on the 
Estonian coast. 

Some eyewitnesses said a 
young woman stepped out of the 
plane with Rust. But others at the 
scene said he was alone, tallying 
with his mother’s account of him 
as a passionate flyer who had no 
time for girls. 

Western analysts said Soviet air 
defences looked set for a shake- 
up after their second failure in a 
week. 


On Wednesday, a Soviet asy- 
lum-seeker flew an Antonov-2 
cropduster from Latvia to 
Sweden. 

Rust coo Id now face a severe 
penalty for violating Soviet law, 
according to some analysts. 

But some said Moscow, whose 
image is changing under Gor- 
bachev, might decide to let Rust 
off with a sharp reprimand. 

His club in Hamburg has said 
he will lose bis flying licence and 
can forget his dream of becoming 
a professional pilot. 

Rost could also face a bill of as 
much as 25, (MX) marks ($13,000) 
to freight the plane back to West 
Germany.

Cuban general, family taken to secret 


location after defecting to Florida 


KEY WEST, Honda (R) — A 
Cuban general who defected to 
the United States with his family 
was flown out of Key West, Flor- 
ida, on a military plane headed 
for a secret destination, U.S. 
navy officials said. 

Brigadier General Rafael Del 
Pino Diaz, the highest-ranking 
Cuban military official to have*' 
ever defected to the United 
States, was accompanied by his 
wife, three children and several 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) agents, according to navy 
spokesman Steve Burnett. 

The departure came one day 
after Gen. Del Pino piloted a 
small twin-engine plane to Key 
West naval air station, 145 
kilometres from Havana, and 
asked for asylum for himself and 
his family. 

He was accompanied by his 
wife, a son in his 20's, another 
teenage son and a younger 
daughter, immigration officials 
said. 

Reagan aides, describing the 
defection as the biggest intelli- 
gence coup since Fidel Castro 
seized power in Cuba in 1959, 
said Gen. Del Pino was deputy 
chief of tbe Cuban Defence 
Ministry and former head of the 


air force. 

“He is in a position to know 
virtually everything about Cuban 
military activities in Central 
America and elsewhere,” a U.S. 
Justice Department official said. 

In Havana, a Cuban official 
told Reuters Gen. Del Pino 
would not have had access to all 
the secrets of the Cuban Armed 
Forces, but that as an air force 
general he was undoubtedly 
familiar with contingency plans 
for the defence of the island. 


Burnett said the group de- 
parted the air base under tight 
security at around 1 p.m. edt 
(1700 GMT) aboard a twin-en- 
gine navy C-I2 plane beaded for 
an undisclosed location chosen by 
State Department officials. 

He said the destination was 
being kept secret “for security 
reasons.”

In its first official comment on 
the defection, Cuba Friday said 
Gen. Del Pino bad a history of 
psychological problems and ac- 
cused him of "repugnant 
treachery." 

“No fact or incident can justify 
his strange and treacherous con- 
duct," the Cuban Revolutionary 
Armed Forces said in a statement 
published in tbe official newspap- 
er Granma.

GENEVA (R) — The World Health Organisation (WHO) has 
displayed its first AIDS prevention poster — adeath’s bead 
imposed on two overlapping hearts.

(acquired immune deficiency syndrome), which attacks the body’s, 
natural defence system and is spread by sexual contactand 
exchanges of blood. The colour poster, designed fry Ameridm 
artist Milton Glaser, shows two overlapping red hearts which 
form a blue death's head in the centre. The caption is “AIDS:. A-
